—so that the British people may 
live and survive.

The officers of the Intergovern- 
mental Committee refused to 
embark upon any broad project. 
They did recommend compara- 
tively small colonization efforts 
in the Dominican Republic, the 


Philippines, and, in the distant 
future, a number of South Ameri- 
can nations, but even these small 
ambitions have not been real- 
ized. 

The Dominican Republic proj- 
ect, conceived as a “test tube” 
model for all subsequent coloni- 
zation by refugees, moved for- 
ward slowly, despite the untiring 
efforts of sponsors—James 
Rosenberg and General Trujillo, 
the strong man of the Dominican 
Republic, aided by those men in 
the State Department who per- 
ceived what was going to happen.

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The editor’s chair, 

I have a friend for whom I have 
the highest regard who last week 
argued with all the gusto and with 
all the enthusiasm at his command 
that he saw no difficulty for the 
United States in a Nazi victory 
over the Allies. He deplored, of 
course, the persecution by the Nazi 
regime of the minorities, but re- 
fused to concede that this blight 
on the moral sensibilities of the 
Hitlerites meant anything to the 
United States in case of a totali- 
tarian win. 

When I tried to point out that 
the ruthlessness of the Nazis in 
every direction would mean, if not 
actual war, certainly a change in 
our easy free-going institutions, 
he failed to admit the point. 

He really is a _ good friend. 
Naturally it hurt me when he re- 
joiced that the Nazis were over- 
running France. A headline pro- 
claiming a Nazi victory made me 
feel weak, but he gripped the paper 
in joy. 

It’s no use saying that this 
friend is a Nazi sympathizer or a 
Communist or a fellow-traveller of 
either or both. He’s of pure Am- 
erican stock, and he’s also free of 
bias of any kind. I felt badly for 
several days after the argument, 
but our views differed and that was 


all there was to it.

Council To Blame 


HE views of a man like Jabotinsky must be the 

views of the General Jewish Council, because 
the council, the only body that could speak for 
Jews, has been content to remain silent, and in 
refusing to establish itself as the representative 
of United States Jewry, allows Jabotinsky to 
usurp that power. 

In criticising the refusal of the General Jewish 
Council to assume the mantle of authority, the 
tendency is to forget that the council in reality 
is the American Jewish Congress, the American 
Jewish Committee, the B’nai B’rith, and the Jew-

Certainly Jews have a great debt to wipe out 
against Hitler, and were this nation attacked, or 
did this nation decide that it had no alternative 
but to match arms against the Nazi menace, then 
Jews probably would enlist in thousands.

Consequently if the council serves United States 
Jewry ill, then the American Jewish Committee, 
for instance, serves United States Jewry ill. The 
same is true for the other three. 

The committee and the B’nai B’rith must know 
that much criticism has been leveled against them 
because of the present leaderless situation. 

Jabotinsky is only one instance. But the coun- 
cil will have to answer for the others who will 
follow him in purporting to speak for United 
States Jewry. 


France’s Plight Double Blow 


SIDE from the physical end of French Jewry, 
approximately 500,000 souls strong, the capitu- 
lation of France places Palestine in immediate 
jeopardy. Syria, under French mandate, borders 


Palestine to the north, and once given over to the 
victorious Axis powers threatens Palestine more 
than even the most ardent anti-Zionist would care 
to consider.

John Steinbeck Says He Isn’t Jewish, But Not 
Proud Of It.—An interesting letter from John 
Steinbeck, author of “Grapes of Wrath,” was 
made public here by the Rev. L. M. Birkhead, head 
of the “Friends of Democracy.” Denying that he 
was Jewish, but rapping the prejudice and propa- 
ganda which was behind questions of this type 
levelled at him, Steinbeck stated that he could 
prove his origin, but “when I shall have to, the 
American democracy will have disappeared.” 

“I am answering your letter with a good deal of 
sadness,” he wrote to the Rev. Mr. Birkhead. “I 
am sad for a time when one must know a man’s 
race before his work can be approved or disap- 
proved. It does not seem important to me wheth- 
er I am Jewish or not, and I know that a state- 
ment of mine is useless if an interested critic 
wishes to ride a preconceived thesis. I cannot see 
how ‘The Grapes of Wrath’ can be Jewish propa- 
ganda, but then I have heard it called commu- 
nist propaganda also. 

“It happens that I am not Jewish and have no 
Jewish blood, but it only happens that way. I 
find that I do not experience any pride that it 
is so. 

“If you wish—here is my racial map, although 
you know what an intelligent anthropologist 
thinks of racial theories. As you will see, I am 
the typical American Airedale. 

“My grandfather on my father’s side was Ger- 
man, the son of a farming family which lives and 
still lives on a fairly large farm near Dusseldorf, 
N. Y. My grandfather came to America in the 
late fifties in time to be in the Civil War. There 
has been little communication with the German 
branch since then except for a visit to Germany 
about four years ago by a second cousin of mine. 
He reports that the family still lives on the same 
farm and that they appear to be good citizens, 
intensely blond and quite able to prove the non- 
sensical thing the Nazis insist on. Their name 
and ours by the way was Grosssteinbeck but the 
three ‘s’s’ in a row was an outrage in America, so 
my grandfather dropped the first syllable in the 
interest of spelling. 

“My German grandfather married a New Eng- 
land woman whose family name was Dickson, who 
came from Leominister, Mass., where her family 
had lived since the middle of the seventeenth 
century. 

“On my mother’s side my blood is all North 


Irish, my grandfather, whose name was Hamilton, 
having come from Mulkeraugh near Londonderry, 
and his wife, whose name was Feaghan, from 
nearby. 

“Anyway, there it is. Use it or don’t use it, 
print it or not. Those who wish for one reason or 
another to believe me Jewish will go on believing 
it while men of good will and good intelligence 
won’t care one way or another. 

“TI can prove these things, of course, but when 
I shall have to—the American democracy will 
have disappeared. 


“Your’s is only one of many letters I have 
received on the same subject. It is the first I 
have answered, and I think it is the last. I fully 
recognize your position and do not in the least 
blame you for it. I am only miserable for the time 
and its prejudice that prompt it. 

“Sincerely, JOHN STEINBECK. 

“P. S.—On both sides and for many generations 
we are blond and blue-eyed to a degree to arouse 
the admiration and perhaps the envy of the dark- 
complexioned Hitler.”
